Please Cancel Claims 5, 6, 8-16, 18-24, 26, 27, 30, 31 and 33-43. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5, 6, 8-16, 
18-24, 26, 27, 30, 31 and 33-43 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, the claims above have been cancelled. A telephone call was placed on 7/24/06 to 
Applicant's representative, informing them of the cancellation of claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7, 17, 32, and 44-55 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kara discloses 
printing a shipping label using graphic resolution characteristics of a printer device and 
generating a shipping label bearing dimensionally accurate symbology. Martin discloses the use 
of a display with resolution to display images being dimensionally accurate. Collette (5,081,529) 
discloses sending test images for color scales for print calibration and UPS discloses the use of 
custom shipping labels (M2 Presswire). However, the claim limitation of a computer system 
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sending a test image to a user and based on a response received from a user , determining a set of 
graphic characteristics and generating a dimensionally accurate image using the graphic 
resolution characteristics is not anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
